FROM RHODE ISLAND. 

The civil war in Rhode Island has terminated. Go- 
vernor Dort has fled, his party hes disbanded, and the ok! 
Governor remains the acknowledged Chef Magutrate of 
the State. It 1s now proposed, by the government, to call 
a Convention, and extend the right of suffrage on the 
most liberal principles. The majority of the Rhode 
Islanders, landholders or not, proves, as we have already 
said, to be in favor of the extension of suffrage; and the 
position of the legal government was taken not because 
it objected to the end sought for by Gov. Dorr, bat on 
account of the means aaed by that gentleman to bring it 
about.
